OR REDUCE OPERATIONS. FEW COMPANIES HAVE ISSUED PUBLIC 
STATEMENTS BUT ONE THAT DID, HARVEST NATURAL RESOURCES 
(FORMERLY BENTON) , INDICATED ON DECEMBER 9 THAT ITS 
PRODUCTION OUT OF SOUTH MONAGAS HAD NOT BEEN INTERRUPTED. 
HOWEVER, SALES TO PDVSA WERE REDUCED FROM 27,000 TO 19,000 
B/S WITH THE BALANCE GOING INTO STORAGE. THE COMPANY ADDED 
THAT IT HAD NINE DAYS OF STORAGE AVAILABLE BEFORE PRODUCTION 
WOULD BE AFFECTED. IT APPEARS FIELDS PRODUCING 
NON-ASSOCIATED GAS HAVE BEEN ALLOWED TO REMAIN IN OPERATION. 


6. (C) WITH RESPECT TO PDVSA,S PRODUCTION OF NON-ASSOCIATED 
GAS, THE PDVSA OPPOSITION,S DECEMBER 12 OPERATIONAL REPORT 
CLAIMS THAT 7.6 BILLION CUBIC FEET A DAY OF GAS PRODUCTION 
HAS BEEN SHUT DOWN, OR 80 PERCENT OF NORMAL PRODUCTION. THAT 
GAS IS RESERVED FOR ELECTRICITY GENERATION AND DOMESTIC 
CONSUMPTION . 


7. (C) THE SITUATION IN THE REFINERY SECTOR REMAINS MUCH THE 
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SAME ALTHOUGH THE PDVSA OPPOSITION NOW CLAIMS THAT THE PUERTO 
LA CRUZ REFINERY WILL BE FORCED TO SHUT DOWN THE LOW LEVEL 
GASOLINE PRODUCTION (80,000 B/D) IT HAS BEEN MAINTAINING IN 
THE NEXT DAY OR SO. (THIS WEEK,S CLAIMS BY MINISTER OF 
ENERGY AND MINES RAMIREZ THAT EXPORTS HAVE RESUMED ARE 
DISCUSSED IN SEPTEL.) THE 14 STRIKING PDV MARINE TANKERS 
REMAIN AT ANCHOR WHILE OVER 25 OTHER VESSELS ARE ALSO 
ANCHORED OFF VENEZUELA'S PETROLEUM PORTS. EVEN IF EXPORTS DO 
PICK UP, HOWEVER, CONTINUITY OF SUPPLY WILL BE A PROBLEM 
SINCE INVENTORY WILL NOT BE REPLACED WITH NEW PRODUCT UNTIL 
THE REFINERIES ARE BACK ONLINE. 


8. (C) TRANSPORTATION OF GASOLINE INTO CARACAS IS SAID TO BE 
OPERATING AT APPROXIMATELY 30 PERCENT OF NORMAL LEVELS. MANY 
GAS STATIONS ARE CLOSED AND MANY NOW SEEM TO BE ONLY 
DISTRIBUTION LEADED GASOLINE. HOWEVER, LINES AT GAS STATIONS 
DO NOT APPEAR TO BE TOO LONG. THERE ARE MANY ALLEGATIONS 
THAT THE GASOLINE IS CONTAMINATED BECAUSE OF THE POOR STATE 
OF THE REQUISITIONED TANKERS CARRYING IT. A SCARCITY OF 
DIESEL FUEL IS IDENTIFIED AS A SERIOUS PROBLEM IN THE REST OF

EDC,S CARACAS OPERATIONS ARE RECEIVING 300 MW HOURS FROM THE
